Re Dafoe ana Waller's Offer. 


The following communication was 
received by the Town Council on 
Wednesday evening. 

Napanee, June [9th, 1907, 


The Mayor and Council of the 
Town of Napanee. 


Dear Sirs :— Your clerk has acquaint- 
ed me with the desire of the council 
to obtain my opinion respecting pro- 
posed contract between Messrs Dafoe 
and Waller and the corporation of the 
Town of Napanee. 

Vadesondinary circumstances the 
town would have power to enter into 
such a contract but for a period not 
exceeding ten years, withthe provision 
that it might be renewed from time to 
time. The council would not under 
any cireumstances have power to 
enter into such a contract for lj years. 
[ am, however, of the opinion that the 
council have no power at thé present 
time to deal with the matter at all. 
Inarecent by-law the management 
and control of the Electric Light 
Works of the town was given over to 
a Board of Commissioners, and while 
it is advisable and prudent that the 
Comsuladoneesiniis on all important 
matters confer with the council yet 
they are under no obligation todoso and 
the council cannat divest the Commiss- 
ion of their power or assume to. per- 
form their duties for them. [ am 
further of opinion that as Mr. Dafoe 
is one of the pyposed contracting 
parties, the Comunissioners themselves 
cannot as at present constituted enter 
into such an arrangement. 

ifsucha contract be deemed de- 
sirable by the town, Mr. Dafoe should 
resign his position 
and another Comnnissioner be appoint- 
ed in his place. The negotiations 
could be resumed and carried through 
to completion if considered desirable. 
By a recent amendment of the statute, 
any vacancy in the Board canbe filled 
by the council forthwith so that) very 
little time need be lost in carrying out 
your plan,

Gazette, the true significance of this im- 
mense mass of dormant capital seems to 
strike few—so at least it has. séemed to 
us . 

Spandau, as many of our readers will 
be aware, ceased to be a fortress on 
January 27, 1908; a few words, never- 
theless, as to its existence as such may 
not be wholly without interest; The 
building was begun in 1319 and the for- 
tifications further strengthened in 1626, 
being finally completed as late as 1880. 
All, however, that now remains is the 
old citadel and the Julius Thurm. 


MARKGRAF ALBRECHT THE BEAR 


was probably the first to fortify this 
marshy spot against the encroaching 
Wends about 1160, although the chroni- 
cles make no earlier mention of the 
tower than the date we first stated, the 
next allusion being a record of its hav- 
ing been granted as a place of residefice 
by Markgraf Ludwig the Roman to his 
Groom of the Chamber, Fritzel by name 
(by persuasion a Jew }), the duties of this 
Semitic Fritzel being most likely those 
of a watchman. 

‘The Julius Thurm is the last remnant 
of the original old castle—how it came 
by its name is utterly unknown—but the 
stones used in its construction corres- 
pond both in shape and kind with those 
forming the city walls, and are pre- 
sumably of the same date, so that 1320 
might be a safe one to affix to the 
“Julius,” it having already acquired some 
local significance by 1400, for there was 
® common expression in the mouth of 
the people then, ad well as later, apro- 
pos of “punishing a fellow with the 
Julius’—incarceration there boding 1 
for the delinquent, . 

The Thirty Years War saw Spandau 
occupied by Swedish troops, and Gusta- 
vus Adolphus came there in person. It 
steod near being blown skyhigh by a 
gunpowder explosion in 1691, when 4& 
tower containing 964 hundredweight was 
giruck. by lightning ;* and its next im- 
portant event occurred when the Aus- 
trians marched on Berlin in 1757 and 
the Queen of .Prussia with her young 
fumily took hasty refuge. in this neigh- 
bering citadel. During t¥e subsequent 
long Napoleonic wars. the French 
marched on Spandau on 1806, on which 
memorable occasion the commandant 
yielded it up without firing one shot—for 
which tender salicitude as to the safety 
of his skin and garrison he was

The Indian Club is a unique institu- 
tion; there is nothing like it. anywhere 
else. In a small station it is the one 
rendezvous for all the men and women 
in the neighborhood.”

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RUSSIAN COTTAGE FACTORIES, 


—— 


Village of Which the Chief Industry Is 
Manufacture of Padlocks. 


Riiesiun cottage factories are passing. 
Politicuvconamic tumults have driven 
tuilors, joiners, grocers, bakers and 
candle stick makers to lumbering stone- 
picking and other labors more remunera- 
tive, : 

Pavlove is a typical industrial village 
of the old style. The chief employment 
of the village is the production of articles 
of metal, the manufacture of loeks alone 
giving empluyment to 1,400 collages, 
with 1.500 male artificers. The pet object 
cf manufacture is the padlock. With the 
exception of -the bows and springs all 
the parts of the padlock are made by the 
artificer and the members of his family 
of 10 years_old and upward, The em- 
ployment of outsiuers is the exception, 

One family manufactures weekly from 
19 to 150 locks, according to size and 
kind, Latterly an industria! school with 
ruodel Workshops has been -opened in 
the Village. and. box and door locks have 
been attempted. Barring the products of 
the larger factories, which find their way 
direct to Moscow and the larger cilies, 
the entire trade of the district is in the 
hands of the local middlemen, 

Many steps already have been taken 
with a view to ameliorating the lot of 
the collager and giving him a larger 
share in the product of his industry, 
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FEATS WITH A LASH.

The modern @on- 
dition of the money market, with its 
highly developed eredit system, has so 
revolutionized the banking transactions 
of former times that Germany is certain- 
ly the only great State which, so to 
speak, hoards its nestegg in a stocking. 
And yet, fabulous as the sum may 


‘sound, it requires but little experience 


to be able to forsee how few days would 
suffice to exhaust even such princely. re- 
sources, if once dipped into to mobilige 
a. army. 

In '70 the daily expenses of Prussia 
alene amounted to 6,000,000 marks, and

MYRIADS OF DELICATE PEARLS. 


On going down into the sea the diver 
soon enters 4 kind of twilight, which 
envelops him like a thick mist. The sky 
and the clouds, which may be seen at 
the beginning of the dive, soon fade 
and disappear. The sun alone remains 
visible to a great depth, like a smaijl 
reddish disc through the green and blue 
films of water. 

At the bottom objects seem nearer 
and larger than in ‘reality and appear 
under a color other than their own; 
for the rays of light traverse a thick- 


ness of green and blue water which 
absorbs them unequally; as the red 
rays, for instance, are extinguished 


long before the blue, a white rock ap- 
pears blue, a red animal black.

Japan's Losses in the War Made Known 
by Ceremony in Honor of the Dead. 


One of the charges brought agains! 
the Jupanese by the correspondents serv- 
ing in the field with the Japanese artn- 
ies during the late war with Russia was 
that the Commanders of the Mikudo’s 
furces never allowed a correct list «f 
ihe men lost by land and sea to go 
forth. Until recently outside nations 
have not known what was the loss in 
the Jand and naval engagements of the 
war, and now the true figures come out 
through a peculiar circumstance. ; 

On May 1 there was celebrated at the 
Yasukuni shrine in ‘Tokio the third and 
‘ast ceremouy in honor of the suuls «f 
ihe dead patriots of the war. secause 
the Emperor \had decided that no mat 
soul shall be slighted because of poll- 
lic paring down of the list of casualties 
the ceremony which took.place on May 
1 was ali inclusive. Ht took ino those 
fo whom former honors were dene, 
those that died of their wounds after 
the termination of the war und, by tm: 
perative order of the Emperor, thes 
non-cumbatants who lost their lives 
the discharge of their duties in I» 
branches of the service. 

A total of the seuls» worshipped 
the three ceremonies yives the complete 
lel-of the war as far as thé Japanese 
wur and naval officers have been ablv 
to verify the records.

Meat and drink 
were left, and should the holy man 
stop at a vacant house he entered, re- 
freshed himself, left his blessing in the 
form of a candle or a bottle of holy 
water or a bit of consecrated green and 
passed. Thus the custom originated, 
and, although these quaint villages 
have become towns and traveling 
priests have passed away and the in- 
flux of other nations has modernized 
Sweden and brought the evil of theft 
with it, the door keys:still hang out as 
evidence of trust and-open doored hos- 
pitality. 

A thief seldom takes down one of 
the keys and enters, for there is the 
uncertainty about the absence of the

FIRE SUPERSTITIONS. 


Curious Customs and Observances to 
Avert Impending Evil. 


In the lake land of northern England 
there is a well-known case of a fire that 
has been kept up for three generations. 
When it accidentally went out the 
nouseholder went to some wood cutters 
who had lighted their fire from his, says 
‘ow London Daily News, and brought 
back their fire to his own hearth in 
order that he might possess, as it were. 
the seeds of his ancestral fire. Undoubt- 
adly this arises from the old belief that 
‘he house fire is derived from a sacred 
source. Then there are many  heuse 
fires which are kindled from ceremonial! 
fires once a year. Thus at Burghead al! 
the fires are lighted from the “burning 
clavie,” and kept alight continuous!) 
luring the year, it being considered 
'ucky to keep the flame from the clavie 
1] the rest of the year. This clavie was 
lighted urst of all at a fire of peat made 
oy youth of the village who avere sons 
of the original inhabitants. Every stran- 
ger was rigidly excluded from the cere- 
mony and peat only could be used. 

The ceremony takes place on New 
Year's eve, and after the clavie has been 
windled one youth after another bears it 
in triumph around the bounds of the vil- 
‘age. At certain houses and street cor- 
ners a halt is made and a brand is whip- 
ped out_of the burning clavie and thrown 
among the crowd, who eagerly catch its 
embers and from them kindle the fires 
yn their hearths. Finally the remains of 
lie clavie are placed in the centre of a 
hollow pile of stones, culled the “Durte, 
and the remaiming embers are disiriu 
ted to the villagers, all of whom uttend 
lus ceremony. 

Another curious feature of the 
vanee is that the long nail which fastens 
the staves of the clavie is made of iron 
oy the village snuth, but the hamunes 
mnust be a round stone. Such unportance 
s altached to the ceremony that if the 
bearer should stumble during the per- 
ambulation of the village it is looked on 
as a dire calamity, foretelling disaster to 
the pluce and certuin death to the bearer

THE OPENING OF TIBET,

GETS BETTER FOOD. 


Now, if we work out huge quan- 
tities of men and millions, we shall find 
that the British Army is’more than twice 
as costly, size for size, as that of France 
‘or Germany, and about four times as ex- 
pensive as that of Russia. What is the 
meaning of it? Practically, the .whole 
and sole expense, The explanation is 
this—that our own Tommy Atkins is 4 
great deal better treated than are the 
fighting men of the principal Buropean 
nations. He is given better food and 
more of; as a rule, better housing, and 
certainly, more money. The daily pay of 
Private Atkins is not munificent, per- 
hapg—in. fact, we are quite sure that he 
could spend a little more without get- 
ting fat or lazy—but even his tenpence 
or elevenpence a day is absolute luxury 
compared with the farcical wage méted 
out to the rank and file of many of the 
Continental armies. 


TURK WORSE OFF. 


In Russia, especially, military glory is 
supposed to compensate a man for the 
absence of pocket money, far the pay of 
many a private soldier in the legions of 
the Tsar is a miserable half-penny of 
penny per day! Scarcely less penurious 
is the wage of the Italian “Tommy,” and, 
indeed, the “peace” army of Italy, 
though considerably larger than ours, is 
maintained at half the cost. The Turkish 
soldier is perhaps, the worst off of all, 
for not only is his “pay” ridiculously low, 
but for ‘most of the time it is months 
and months in arrear.. Yet this has 
never damped the ardor of the doughty 
Moslem, who swings into action with 
smiling eyes and a seng upon his lips, 
every inch a “first-class fighting man.” 


ARMY OF 5,000,000. 


The “peace armies” mentioned above 
du not represent anything like the full 
military resources of the leading powers. 
Russia, in time of war, is supposed to 
be able to mobilizé five millions of men, 
though it is doubtful whether more than 
half.that number could be raised at the 
present time, Germany, if war broke 
out, could call five millions to its stan- 
dard, France nearly four and a half mil- 
lions, Italy three millions, and Austria 
about two and a half millions; while 
even Turkey has a nominal war strength 
of a million and a half. 


AMERICA'S FORCES. 


There is one nation, and only one, 
which spends proportionately more upon 
its army than Great Britain—namely, the 
United States of America, where a stand- 
ing army, numbering no more than 67,- 
oO men, entails an annual expenditure 
of eighteen millions sterling. America, 
like all the more civilized mations, be- 
lieves in reduced armaments, and looks 
hapefully forward to the era of univer- 
sal peace; and it may safely be as- 
sumed that in the forthcoming peace 
congress at The Hague all her endeavors 
will be used on behalf of the reduction 
uf the huge war vorganizations now

AN EXPERT EXPLAINS THE MODE 
OF MANUFACTURE. 


Much Skill and a Lot of Trouble is In- 
volved in Producing 
Them. 


Pens are made of good steel which 
is rich jn carbon,, It is imported in the 
form of sheets 19 inches wide and ‘5 
feet long. These are cut into strips 
wide enough to cut two pens whose 
points interlap. 

In a lecture describing the process 
an expert named Hawkes says that the 
steel is annealed to a light cherry red 
for several hours, then gradually cool- 
ed, when it is soft enough to bend 
easily.

Germany is for the 
present totally debarred from under- 
taking it alone by the “absolute and 
irremediable impotency” of her fleet. 
She has ne altogether on-a wrong 
tack, he thinks, in building battleships 
and cruisers, in which she cannot hope 
“© rival England in years, if ever. 

“If, however, Germany hed a hun- 
dred submarines,” he says, “and she 
cculd secure them .at the cost of two 
Lattleships, England would be on the 
verge of ruin. ‘The submarine will 
make the blockade of the future effec- 
tive, and’ England cannot possibly 
sland a three-months blockade.” 

M. Laubeuf, Engineer-in-Chief of the 
French navy, who is credited with the 
creation of the .efficient submarine ser- 
vice of France, said in answer to & 
question: : 

“If you had asked me five years ago

UGANDA OF TO-DAY. 


Changes That Have Taken Place Since 


the Building of the Railway. 

The progress of civilization in the 
Uganda Protectorate was the subject of 
u paper read before the London § ciety 
af Arts recently by Mr. George 
C.B., the Deputy Commissioner 
Protectorate. “ 

The lecturer dwelt on the value #f th 
Uganda Railway, contrasting the trip to- 
day with the former weary and hazar- 
dous caravan journey of two months. 
Mombassa, he. said, is now a place of 
modern hotels. Trains run twice 4 week 
to the lake, so that you cam pass through 
584 miles of the most beautiful scenery 
in forty-eight hours. At the lake you 
meet the weekl§ steamers. and in ando- 
ther eighteen hours you are In Uganda. 
Formerly the carriage of goods cost from 
81.500 to $2.00 a ton, and took about 
three months! now it is done under 
four days at rates ranging from $15 to 
$75 u ton. 

he natural products of Uganda are 
bananas. timber, rubber, coffee, and cot- 
ton. The field for the production of this 
last. said Mr. Wilson, seems to be al- 
most unlimited, and although the indus- 
try on commercial lines is allogether new 
te the country, it will reach several thou- 
sunds of tons, next year. He pointed out 
the expert opinion that botanically 
speaking no couulry was known ‘to be 
so free from insect pests.

piece of onion minced very small, and 
some pepper and salt. Stew this until 
the seasoning is cooked, then add a cup- 
ful of milk’ and a little flour to thicken 
the whole. Boll four eggs hard, and 
cut them in’ slices, each egg should 
make five slices. Give both eggs and 
sauce a boil up, and serve on a square 
piece of buttered toast. » 

A Good Plain Cake Without Eggs.— 
For this the\ required ingredients are 
a quarter of a pound of * butter. one 
pcund of fine flour, a quarter of a pound 
of caster sugar, half a pound of cur- 
rants, half a pint of cold milk, a quar- 
ter of an ounce of carbonate of soda. 
Rub the butter into the flour, add the 
sugar and currants. Mix the whole 
with cold milk, in which first dissolve 
the carbonate of soda. The cake should 
be put into the oven as soon as it ts 
mixed, and it will take two hours to 
buke. 

Rhubarb and Slone Cream.—This is 
a very simple sweet, and more whole 
some than rhubarb tart. First dissolve 
half an ounce of gelatine in a itlle 
water. ‘lake a bunch of nice rhubarb, 
Wipe it carefully, Cut into two-inch 
lengths, and steam in a covered basin 
with a piece of lemon-rind. Just before 
the rhubarb is dane, add sufficient su- 
gar to sweeten it. Boil one pint of milk 
with a litle sugar und lemon-peel, add 
the gelatine, stir till dissolved, and 
stand aside till cold. Put the rhubarb 
into a dish, arranging it as flat as pos- 
sible, pour the “cream” over, and leave 
tilt set. 

Stuffed Beef.—Have ready a good 
roasting piece of beef, which has hung 
for several days. Mix a savory stuf- 
fing as follows? Mince an onion and 
one pound of fat bacon with savory 
herbs, add a pinch of celery, salt, a lit- 
tle powdered cloves, and allspice. Work 
all thoroughly together, and bind with 
ui egg. Lay the beef in the pan in 
which it is to be roasted, and with a 
sharp knife make incisions on it; stick 
the knife deep into each and twist it 
round so as to make the place large 
enough to hold the stufling. Rub the 
beef over with dissolved butter, dredge 
with flour, and set some water in the 
pan, and put in the oven. Allow a 
quarter of an hour tu each pound, baste 
constantly. and dredge on more flour. 
De not overcook the meat; thicken the 
gravy, and serve, This joint is excel- 
lent when served cold.

IN MEMORY OS VICTORIA 


GREAT NATIONAL TRIBUTE TO THE 
GOOD QUEEN, 


Monument Being Erected in London to 
to Build, 


The slow progress of the great memor- 
ic! to the late Queen Victoria, which is 
to be erected in front of Buckingham 
Palace, London, his been the subject of 
public criticism from time to time, and it 
was stated some time ago that the King 
was bitterly disappointed tha, greater 
advancement has not been made. 

The work has been in hand for six 
years, and leading sculptors who are 
familiar with the magnitude of the un- 
dertaking, declare that it cannot be 
finished before the autumn of 1913, and 
that twelve years is not too long for the 
completion of a piece of work of such 
size and magnitude. A full statement of 
the work already accomplished was laid 
before the King recently, and after in- 
specting models of .the work now in 
ao he declared that he was fully sat- 
istied. 


VICTORIA CENTRAL FIGURE. 


The production of the memorial is in 
the hands of Mr. Thomas Brock and Sir 
Aston Webb, the former, of course, hav- 
ing charge of the sculpture and the latter 
of the architecture of the memorial. All 
the sculpture is being executed in Mr. 
Brock’s studio. 

The central figure of the memorial 
will be a gigantic statue of Queen Vic- 
toria, 13 feet high, dressed in her robes 
of state, seated amid groups symbolical 
of the personal and imperial qualities 
which made her reign so illustrious, On 
her right will be Justice, on her left 
Truth; and at her back Motherhood. 

GIGANTIC TASK. 

On the cornice of the upper pedestal 
there will be eagles with outstretched

, SNOW IN JUNE. 


A Quebec newspaper, the Gazette, of 
June 6, 1816, has the fqllowing: 

“From 11 o'clock till half-past 12, 
this day, the sixth of June, there has 
been an uninterrupted fall of snow im 
this city.” August 22nd, 1816, the same 
paper said :—“The weather since the be- 
ginning of this month has been uncom- 

only favorable for the fruits of the 
earth of every description. On Thursday 
a great deal of rain fell, which threa- 
tened some hurt; but yesterday the sky 
became clear, with a pleasant breeze, 
which has removed the bad effects of the 
rain. Contrary to expectation, the wheat 
harvest will in some districts be very 
ant, and in others at least a mid- 
dling crop. In this vicinity the reaping 
will be’ general next week. In the East- 
ern Townships a great deal of wheat is 
already cut and secured, the grain of 
astonishing weight. The occasional 
rains have been beneficial for the pas- 
ture lands. Upon the whole, the farmer 
was never more agreeably disappointed, 
We are happy to learn the same may be 
said of Upper Canada. ‘There, as well 
as here, hay is, however, far: short of an 
ordinary crop. The quality of flour at 
St. John’s is great. Price sixty shil- 
lings.” 

DROUGHT, THEN FROST. 


On October 10th, 1816, the same paper 
says :—“Since the first week there has 
been a continued drought to the end of 
the month; the weather has generally 
been very hazy, .atlended with cold 
winds; on the 11th a severe frost was 
experienced; the 19th and twentieth 
were extremely warm; the 26th, 27th 
and 28th, the frost was so severe as to 
complete the destruction of the potato 
crop, Which escaped that of the 11th. 
‘Ihe effect of such unseasonable weather 
hes been particularly felt by all the 
standing crops, which are in a backward 
state, requiring warmth and fain to 
bring them to maturity. The wheat in 
the north. and west part of the district, 
which remained at the date of our last 
report, has been housed and is very fine. 
There still remains out through the dis- 
trict a quantily of oats, a great portion 
of which cannot ripen and must be cut 
for forage. The early peas have been 
got in; the quantity is great, but the 
samples will not be generally . good, 
there being nearly one-thicd that were 
not perfectly ripe... . The Indian corn 
was destroyed by the frost of the tlthy 
it is doubtful whether seed may be ob- 
tained for another year, The po- 
tatues caanot be rated ‘at more than half 
a crop. The meadows have made little 
progress since they were mowed; the 
country has seldom witnessed so great 4 
want of green food for feeding of stock 
as has been experienced this summer.”

An acre or two of rape will be found 
valuable for pasture during the summer 
when a@ small flock js kept. 

Grain should be given the ewes in 
pasture if an extra growth is wanted on 
the lambs. 

Have you a lamb creep? Better fix. 
one so that you can feed the lambs some 
grain and not have the old sheep steal it 
ali away from them. It pays. 

Dock the lambs before.the flies get 
numerous. About the best time is when 
they are a couple of weeks old. 

Go round the fences and see thal there 
are no holes for the sheep and lambs to - 
crawl through. Once the habit is formed 
it will stick like a burdock burr. 

Drinking surface water and, feeding 
toc long on one pasture are two causes 
of stomach worms. Isn't the way clear 
then to a cure? Give the sheep good 
pure water and change their pasture 
often. ; 

A good way to get into sheep cheaply 
is to take & small flock on share. of a 
neighbor who has more than he can well 
pasture. They will soon double up and 
bring you a good flock, without paying 
out much, if amy money. 





POOR RESULTS. 


When manure stands in piles:over the 
field the soi! directly beneath the piles 
wil! be excessively rich—it will cause 
corn to run to staiks and grain to straw. 
In other werds, the soil will be over-fed. 
Surrounding soll, however, will be 
under-fed. The plant food which goes 
into the soil directly beneath the pile 
gees away down, so deep in fact, that a 
large part of it never becomes available 
for plant growth. 

When a crop is grown on a field which 
has Meen fertilized in this manner, . the 
growth is uneven. Where the piles 
have been standing all winter the crop 
will be thick and heavy, between the 
piles it will be thin end scattered. 

This practice at best is & poor one, 
N) doubt it is better for a farmer to ap- 
ply the nvanure in this manner than not 
fo apply it at all, but it is worth apply- 
ing in the right way. ; 

The cortect way is to haul the fresh 
nianure to the fleld and scatler it in @ 
finely pulverized condition over the en- 
tins surface. This can be done at any 
time of the veer. Tre first rain will 
wash every particle of plant food into 
the soll. Then, when plowing tme 
cames, if this manure on the surface 
turned under, the final step hes been 
taken to return to the soil every dollar's 
worth of plant feod which the maaure 
contains. .

When*the biscuits are puffed up 
and seem nearly done, remove the paper 
and brown them, Slip a thin bladed 
hnife carefully under the biscuit to 
k.osen them from the pan and serve at 
cnce, as they soon fall. 





HINTS FOR ‘THE HOME. 


When polistiing furniture add a little 
vinegar to the polish; this will get rid 
of the dead oily luvk so often noticed 
after cleaning. 

When making a fruit tart, always cul 
u little slit in the centre of the crust, 
and insert either a straw or a paper 
funnel So that the Stearn will escape. 

Make fly papers at once, and use them 
directly a sign cof thé usual summer 
pest appears. Melt sume resin, and add, 
while soft, sweet oil to muke it when 
cold about the consistency of honey. 
Spread a stout paper with this, and 
place in convenient places, The paper 
will soon be covered with flies, and 
can be burnt. 

‘lo Disguise the Taste of Cod-Liver 
Oil.—With eaeh ounce of cod-liver oil 
mix half ua teaspoonful of this mixture: 
Two ounces of lemon juice, ond ounce 
of sulphuric ether, and half each of gin- 
ver, cloves, and carrawasfs finely 
ground, Some people Substitute pep- 
permint for the ginger. 

To Clean Copper or Nickel.—This pre- 
paration, rubbed on to the surface 
when washing and then rinsed off, will 
make very <“Jscolored articles Come 
Lright. Mix together equal parts of 
flour. salt, vinegar, und silver sand cr 
bath-brick. 

‘To Test the Heat of Fal.—For deep 
frying put in a thin slice of bread, and 
if it browns while you can count sixty 
the fat is hot enough for raw materials. 
if it browns while you count forty it fs 
right for food prepared from cooked 
tsh or meat, such as croquettes. Use 
plenty of fat and always strain it care- 


fully before putting away for future 
use, 

Oil Your Furnituge Castors.—Many 
housewives who undertake thorough 


house-cleaning quite forget when oiling 
locks, ete., that bed, table, and chair 
custors are requiring the same aiten- 
tion. This hint attended tu is a greut 
saving im the house, and bedsteads, 
mangle, ete., will all move without the 
difficulty usually experienced; in fact, 
they will swing on their rollers. Turn 
the tale on its side, and oil the pis 
und axles of the castors, then move 
aboul thoroughly. 


If boiled or. mashed potatoes must 
stand for a little while before serving, 
they may be kept palatable by laying, 
three or four thicknesses of-clean soft 
cloth directly over them, then covering 
the kettle closely and setting it where 
it will, keep warm, but nm6t scorch. Set-

the memorial are also completed, 

All the designs have been made, not 
only for the statuary, but also for the 
splendid panels which are to surround 
the fountains, so that if anything were 
to happen to Mr. Brock, the memorial 
would still be carried out according to 
his original design. 

Sir Aston Webb is also near the con- 
clusion of his architectural work, so that 
all that will be lacking to complete the 
memorial will be the statuary work. 

WHOLE WORLD RANSACKED. 


It is probable that the magnificent 
bronze lamps that Mr. Brock has de- 
signed for the Processional road will be 
erected some time before the completion 
of the statuary. The whole work, in 
addition to being a memorial of the 
greatness of Queen Victoria's reign. will 
hea the finest modern work of art in the 
British Empire. 

The whole world has been ransacked 
for perfect blocks of marble, of which 
350 tons were needed. At one lime it was 
hoped to find a fifly-ton block of faw- 
jess Carrara marble for the statue of 
Queen Victoria, but the impossibility of 
getting a block of such magnitude with- 
out a flaw, has Jed Mr. Brock tuo deter- 
mine to cut the statue from smaller 
blocks.

A DISAPPOINTED SHAH. 
Queer Story of a Prizefight In an Eng- 
lish Royal Garden. 

In his book of memories Major Gen- 
eral Sir Owen Tudor Burns tells a 
story of the first visit of a shah to 

Great Britain: 

The shah wanted to see a prizefight, 


with blood, After mueh anxious 
thought and consultation with Lord 
Queensberry an innocent glove fight 


was arranged in the Buckingham pal- 
ace stables, to take place quietly half 
anu. hour before the shah was to receive 
Lord Shaftesbury and the archbishops 
and bishops with a memorial asking 
him to protect the interests of the 
Christians in Persia, 

But the shah’ slept late. The prize- 
fighters overlapped the prelates, <A 
footmman made a mistake in opening 
the door. 
lowing the shah in a moment found 


themselves more or less in a ring 
round the two prizefighters. The 


bishops hustled back to the reception 
room, the fight was stopped, the shah 
was angry and disappointed, and Lord 
Shaftesbury was heard shouting: “A 
prizefight in the garden of the queen’s 
palace forsooth! I will denounce you 
all over the kingdom!” Mutual expla- 
nations followed, the matter was set 
right, we sent special messages to the 
reporters to keep it out of the press, 
and I was later on privileged to ex- 
plain it all to the queen, who took the 
matter much _more calmly than her 
lord chamberlain. Once back, how- 
ever, inside Buckingham palace, we 
all smoothed our ruffled feathers and 
listened to a most gloomy oration from 
Lord Shaftesbury. 

The shah, angry at the interruption 
of his prizefight, turned round to Sir 
Ilenry Rawlinson and growled in Ver- 
sian: “Ilang the Christians in Persia! 
Tell them they're ali right!” Rawlin- 
son translated that into a long, elo- 
quent and beautiful reply to the depu- 
tution, while doubtless the disappoint- 
ed boxers were baving a consolation 
scrap in the stables. Lord Shaftes- 
bury did not denounce them, though 
the shah’s bear leaders lived in terror 
for some days. 

The lord chamberlaln blamed me, I 
blamed the shah, the shah blamed the 
equerry, the equerry blamed the foot- 
man, the footman blamed every one 
all round, and we gave the prizefight- 
ers £5 apiece, with a resolution writ- 
ten in blood that’ never would any of 
us again arrange a prizefight, even for 
a shah of shifihs, in a royal palace gar- 
den.
